Is marked with a cross or otherwise and the ballot is marked with a cross

otherwise at any other place, it will be void and cannot be counted, unless 
there be.no candidate for some office in the list printed under such marked 
device, in which case y ou may indicate y our choice for such office by making 
a cross, thus, X, on the square to the left of the name of any candidate for 
such office on any other list.

this vast business was also greatly in­ 
creased. 
A few figures illustrating 
these facts are more eloquent than 
pages of argument. The following ta­ 
ble shows the amount of deposits in 
three classes of banking institutions 
for the year 1896, when Bryan’s cam­ 
paign against the gold standard was 
on; for 1900, the year when the gold 
standard was enacted, and for the cur-

These figures show that the nggre 
gate deposits in these three classes 
of Institutions, without counting trust 
companies and private banks, increas­ 
ed from about $ 4,270,000,000 In 1890
